The Soviet Union will be 
able to buy up to 10 million 
metric tons of U.S. wheat in 
the next 14 months, Secretary 
of Agriculture Bob Bergland 
announced today. 

Bergland also announced: 

--U.S. wheat producers will 
be eligible for farm program 
benefits in 1980 without setting 
aside or diverting acreage. 

--The 1980 wheat loan rate 
will be $2.50 a bushel, up 15 
cents from the rate in effect 
the past two years. 

--Administrative or legisla- 
tive steps will be taken to 
discourage planting wheat on 
fragile land, 

Based on that review, Ber- 
gland said, Hathaway informed 
the Soviets they may buy up to 
10 million tons of wheat 
through September 1980. Up to 
2 million tons of that amount 
may be contracted and shipped 
during August and September

Hundreds of Coffee County 
fungus Sclerotium rolfsii, oc- 
curs all over the Wiregrass 
and, of course, in other places 
also. I am noticing again this 


year that white mold is most: 


severe in those fields which 
have been in peanuts for a 
year or two, In addition to this, 
white mold is more severe this 
year in fields where the old 
stalks, corn cobs, and other 
materis! was not turned under 
deep enough. I can’t over 
emphasize the importance of 
having a clean seedbed, cer- 
tainly the top six inches. As I 
look at a lot of the fields 
experiencing white mold, in 
many cases right near a white 
mold hit there is an old corn 
cob or stalk of some kind. 
Evidently, this disease over- 
winters on old stalks and 
debris. 

In addition to this, we have 
more white mold where pea- 
nuts are grown under irriga- 
tion. However, I can’t tell any 
difference this year between 
irrigated and non-irrigated 
fields. This is due to the fact 
that we have had ample rain- 
fall up until now, 

How do you tell whether 
you have white mold? It is easy 
to tell. As you walk down the 
rows, you notice where in- 
dividual plants or stems have 
died. When you see this, just 
simply part the leaves and 
limbs and you will see the 
white mycelium at the base of 
the plant and on the soil 
surface. 

Two farmers in the Kinston 
Community, Gerald Hataway 
and Larry Parker, have used 
the two materials that Auburn 
University recommends for 
controll of white mold. On 
some fields they used Vitavax, 
and on other fields they used 
Terraclor 10G. They treated 
their entire 180-acre allotment. 
Vitavax was applied at the rate 
of 3 pints per acre. Terraclor 
10G was applied at the rate of 
100 pounds per acre. In addi- 
tion to this, some other far- 
mers in the area used Vitavax 
and left some untreated rows 
and also left some untreated 
rows of Terraclor. We have 
some good demonstrations of 
these two materials this year. 
Of course, it will be later in the 
season before they can deter- 
mine how effective the mater- 
ials were this year, 

A giant word of caution: 
Last year some of our growers 
paniced and plowed up peanuts 
that were infected with white 
mold at least three weeks too 
early. A field can stand a lot of 
damage to white mold before it 
will pay you to plow up a field 
of peanuts early. For example, 
if you are making 3, 000 
pounds per acre and you have 
five white mold hits per 100 
feet of rows, this would result 
in a 5% reduction in yield. At 
the present price of peanuts, 
this would be worth about $30. 
If you had 10 hits, of course 
those peanuts lost would be 
worth about $60. This is a 
proven way to estimate losses. 

The point I am trying to 
make is if you do have severe 
white mold, you will have to

later. You will need to check 
each field individually, In some 
fields where white mold 
damage is widespread, it may 
Pay you to go ahead and dig 
early. I would be very cautious 
in going out and digging early 
if I only found moderate 
amount of white mold damage. 
But this is a decision each 
grower will make. 

Keep a record of those 
fields in which you have white 
mold this year. Make a record 
of whether the damage was 
light, moderate, or severe, 
Then when you come back to 
this field a year or two from 
now, you will be able to make 
a better decision on whether to 
Spend money to control white 
mold. Right now you might 
think you can remember, but 
sometines the memory plays 
tricks. By keeping a record, 
you will be able to make a 
better decision on whether to 
treat or not. 

CROPS 

Coming up in the middle of 
August we have as fine a crop 
prospects for peanuts and soy- 
beans as I have ever seen. 
Peanuts are our main crop and 
if we can get a good harvest it 
could amount to as much as 
$18 million gross income. 
Coffee County farmers could 
gross as much as $6 million 
from soybeans, 

Most people are about one 
month away from harvest. It is 
going to be important to con- 
tinue leafspot control on pea- 
nuts. We have had a worm 
build-up and some fields have 
subsided without spraying, 
This is good, However, I want 
to caution peanut producers to 
watch closely for fall army- 
worm and corn earworm, 
SOYBEANS 

The most damaging insect 
on soybeans after they start 
putting on pods is the 
worm. They feed on the pod 
itself. There is a big difference 
in an insect feeding on a leaf 
and one on a pod. The pod 
worm does direct damage. We 
recommend that an insecticide 
be used on soybeans when you 
find as much as one bean per 
foot of row damaged by the 
pod worm. 

Examine your beans closely 
and you can tell how much 
damage is being done by the 
pod worm. Keep a close watch 
with the pod worm. 
NEMATODES 

We plan to take a nematode 
sample in about 30 fields in the 
county in the next three weeks. 
This service is being given as a 
part of the Coffee County Crop 
Scouting Program which was 
Started this year. : 

Samples will be given in 
fields with in a day or two after 
a good rain and will be sent to 
the laboratory in a plastic bag 
in a container. 

Of course, we cannot check 
all the fields. But if you want 
to know about the nematode 
prospects in your field, let us 
know and we will send you the 
supplies to take the sample 
along with mailing instructions.

Holley Reviews Legislation 


State Representative Jimmy 
Holley recently reviewed the 
bills he helped get through the 
Alabama Legislature during 
the recently completed session. 
Holley noted he had introduced 
14 bills; ten were passed, two 
others he allowed to die at 
various stages, and oniy two 
died in Senate committee. He 
explained none of this would 
have been possible without the 
help of State Senator Wallace 
Miller. 


Among those passed was 
#877 to increase the pistol 
permit fees to a total of $10. 
The extra money will go to a 
fund for the sheriff's depart- 
ment. Holley made provisions 
for the fund to be audited and 
allows the county commission 
to take over the fund at their 
discretion. 

No.. 1043 allows the Com- 
mission to allocate funds to 
Tax Assessor Mac McKinney 
up to $40,000. It leaves the

A bill (#42) to correct an

Soviet Union To Buy Wheat 


The Soviet Union will be 
able to buy up to 10 million 
metric tons of U.S. wheat in 
the next 14 months, Secretary 
of Agriculture Bob bergland 
announced today. 

Bergland also announced: 

--U.S. wheat producers will 
be eligible for farm program 
benefits in 1980 without setting 
aside or diverting acreage. 

--The 1980 wheat loan rate 
will be $2.50 a bushel, up 15 
cents from the rate in effect 
the past two years. 

--Administrative or legisla- 
tive steps will be taken to 
discourage planting wheat on 
fragile land,

On 
some fields they used Vitavax, 
and on other fields they used 
Terraclor 10G. They treated 
their entire 180-acre allotment. 
Vitavax was applied at the rate 
of 3 pints per acre. Terraclor 
10G was applied at the rate of 
100 pounds per acre. In addi- 
tion to this, some other far- 
mers in the area used Vitavax 
and left some untreated rows 
and also left some untreated 
rows of Terraclor. We have 
some good demonstrations of 
these two materials this year. 
Of course, it will be later in the 
season before they can deter- 
mine how effective the mater- 
ials were this year. 

A giant word of caution: 
Last year some of our growers 
paniced and plowed up peanuts 
that were infected with white 
mold at least three weeks too 
early. A field can stand a lot of 
damage to white mold before it 
will pay you to plow up a field 
of peanuts early. For example, 
if you are making 3, 000 
pounds per acre and you have 
five white mold hits per 100 
feet of rows, this would result 
in a 5% reduction in yield. At 
the present price of peanuts, 
this would be worth about $30. 
If you had 10 hits, of course 
those peanuts lost would be 
worth about $60. This is a 
proven way to estimate losses.

later. You will need to check 
each field individually. In some 
fields where white mold 

damage is widespread, it may 
pay you to go ahead and dig 
early. I would be very cautious 
in going out and digging early 
if 1 only found moderate 

amount of white mold damage. 

But this is a decision each 
grower will make. 

Keep a record of those 
fields in which you have white 
mold this year. Make a record 
of whether the damage was 
light, moderate, or severe, 
Then when you come back to 
this field a year or two from 
now, you will be able to make 
a better decision on whether to 
spend money to control white 
mold. Right now you might 
think you can remember, but 
sometines the memory plays 
tricks. By keeping a record, 
you will be able to make a 
better decision on whether to 
treat or not, 

CROPS 

Coming up in the middle of 
August we have as fine a crop 
prospects for peanuts and soy- 
beans as I have ever seen. 
Peanuts are our main crop and 
if we can get a good harvest it 
could amount to as much as 
$18 million gross income. 
Coffee County farmers could 
gross as much as $6 million 
from soybeans. 

Most people are about one 
month away from harvest. It is 
going to be important to con- 
tinue leafspot control on pea- 
nuts. We have had a worm 
build-up and some fields have 
subsided without spraying. 
This is good. However, I want 
to caution peanut producers to 
watch closely for fall army- 
worm and corn earworm. 
SOYBEANS 

The most damaging insect 
on soybeans after they start 
putting on pods is the pod 
worm. They feed on the pod 
itself. There is a big difference 
in an insect feeding on a leaf 
and one on a pod. The pod 
worm does direct damage. We 
recommend that an insecticide 
be used on soybeans when you 
find as much as one bean per 
foot of row damaged by the 
pod worm. 

Examine your beans closely 
and you can tell how much 
damage is being done by the 
pod worm, Keep a close watch 
with the pod worm. 
NEMATODES 

We plan to take a nematode 
sample in about 30 fields in the 
county in the next three weeks. 
This service is being given as a 
part of the Coffee County Crop 
Scouting Program which was 
started this year. .

a good rain and will be sent to 
the laboratory in a plastic bag 
in a container.

HISTORY OF SHILOH BAPTIST CHURCH 


L. STROZIER 

Shiloh Missionary Baptist Church is located several! miles 
South of Elba in Coffee County Alabama, about a quarter of a 
mile West of the Elba-Kinston hway. The church was 
constituted on May 23, 1857. Rev. Middleton Brooks served as 
moderator of the council, and M. B. Lacy was clerk, 

The following were listed in the original church record book as 
charter members: Jane Hataway, Nancy Lundy, George M. 
Kierce, Elizabeth Lee, J. M. Rowe, and Margaret Jackson. Rev. 
Middleton was called as the first pastor, and George M. Kierce 
was the first duly elected Church Clerk. 

The original church record book covering the period from 1857 
through 1903 is in the sion of the family of Mrs. Glennie 
Parker, who is a member of the Basin Church. Mrs. Parker’s 
gtandparents, William B., and Matilda Thomas, were members 
of Shiloh Church, and ere buried in the Shiloh Cemetery. Mrs. 
Thomas died in 1937 and Mr. Thomas in 1938. 

The old church record book passed through the hands of 
several families and was finally taken to Tallahassee, Florida 
where it remained for many years, with a Mrs. Holloway of Opp, 
and Mrs, Glennie Parker. 

On July 15, 1858 George M. Kierce was ‘‘liberated to exercise 


a public in any way he felt disposed.’’ This was a quaint way 
of saying that the Shiloh Church put its approval upon him to 
preach the Gospel. 


On August the 15, 1858 J. M. Rowe and M. B. Halstead were 
elected messengers from Shiloh to the annual meeting of the 
Judson Association. This association covered much of Southeast 
Alabama, but is now largely limited to Henry County. 

One month later on mber 18, 1858 the church ad la 
motion asking for a letter of dismission from the Judson 
Association, in order to join the Zion Association which was 
composed of churches to the West and North of Coffee County, 
extending as far as Montgomery County. This indicates that 
Shiloh remained in the Judson Association for only a short time, 
perhaps a year at the most. 

A building Committee was selected on October 18, 1858 or 
more than a year after the church was constituted. Some tradition 
says that there was a Primative Baptist church at, or near the 
location, but we have been utterly unable to establish that as a 
fact. If there was, it is possible that the Shiloh Missionary Church 
met in their building for a year or so. Most churches met only 
once a month, so this would not have been a conflict with the 
other church. 

Shiloh’s first building was of logs. The building committee 
was composed of J. M. Rowe, N. J. Halstead, C. H. Franklin, 
John W. Lee, and J. M. Kierce. The latter may be a misprint for 
George M. Kierce. 

urch discipline was very strict in those days, and we find 
that in 1859 several members were expelled from the church. On 
May 14, of that year the church adopted a resolution that any 
male member who was absent from three consecutive conferences 
would be reported by the clerk as a delinquent member to be 
dealt with by the church. 

Black slaves were accepted for membership in the church. 
Two of these are mentioned by name in the record. They were 
Moses, a servant of C. S. Lee, and Rosa, who belonged to M. B. 
Halstead. Most black slaves had only a given name and no 
sirname. Both of the above were received on profession of faith. 

The church was interested in missions from the beginning as 
in 1859 they gave $1.00 for associational purposes, and pleged 
$15.00 for Domestic Missions (Home Missions). 

On October 15, 1859 M. B. Halstead was elected a deacon. He 
was ordained on November 19 of that year by Middleton Brooks, 
and Thomas Rowe.. 


On February, 1860 J. M. ? (probably G. M. ) Kierce was 


ordained to the Gospel Ministry by Shiloh at the request of the 
Chapel Hill Church of Covington County. 

Beginnig in 1861 several references were made in the church 
records to the Civil War. On June 2 the church agreed to ‘‘Meet 
at candlelight each Saturday evening for a month, to offer 
devotions and prayers to God for 
America.’’ Note was made on October 4, 1862 that C. H. Franklin 
was leaving for the war. 

On April 2, 1862 the church met but failed to hold conference 
because in the words of M. B. Halstead, Clerk, ‘‘Owing to the 
awful calamity that prevails in the Confederate States, and that 
unholy war."’ He expressed the hope that God would intervene 
and bring the war to a speedy end, that our members and friends 
may return home.”’ 

At another time the church yoted to excuse from conference 


‘the men who were at the Gulf making salt.’’ Another proof of 


the trying times was that a very poor quality of ink was used for 
the minutes during the latter years of the war. It may have been 
diluted with water, and several pages have almost faded out. 
M. B. Halstead was elected clerk in August of 1861, and 
William Pritchett was called as pastor, but evidently did not 
at the time, however he was pastor in 1862, and may have 
served the latter part of 1861. 


As the Civil War drew to a close very few people were able to 


‘attend. In one service in 1864 only the pastor and clerk were 
present, so no business was transacted. W. J. White was called 
as pastor on the Third Sunday in February 1865. During the same 
year J. W. Brooks was charged with dancing, but made 
acknowledgements to the church and was forgiven. 


In September of 1865 the church passed 
and to use only the New Testament as its sole authority. 


In November of 1865 Middleton Brooks was again called as 
pastor, but refused to accept because some of the members were

On May 11, 1867, New Ebenezer Church requested Shiloh to

that had arisen among the membership. 
Grimes, T. J. Brooks, and M. B. Halstead, 


Providence Church, to consider the consolidation 
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was almost unheard of in that day, and this is a rather puzzling 
statement, but the record sheds no further light on the matter. 


Another rather unusual action was that on the 8th of October, 
1883, Shiloh passed a resolution that each male member be 
authorized to “exercise in public in any way they felt 
impressed.’’ This was a sort of blanket permission to preach, 
which was very unusual action by a church. 


B. M. Stevens of Elba was called as pastor in December of 
1883, and a committee was appointed to visit the Elba Church, 
and request the ordination of Stevens. The Elba Church had been 
organized in 1882. Stevens resigned from Shiloh on July 5, 1884 
because of ill health, and John Bradley was called as pastor the 


same day. 


On September 18, 1884, the Shiloh Church adopted a 
resolution requesting the Pea River Association to withdraw from 
the Baptist State Board, with the stipulation that if this was not 
done, the church would withdraw from the association, No 
further word is given as to what took place. 


On November 8, 1884 Siloam Church requested Shiloh to 
ordain J. W. Brooks to the Gospel Ministry. Evidently Brooks 
had been called to pastor Siloam. This is one of the churches that 
no longer exists in the county. D. C. Allen was pastor of Shiloh 
at the time. 


The Minutes state that W. Y. Moseley was called as pastor on 
October 9, 1886. The initials are probably incorrect, and should 
have been W.P. Moseley. He was evidently just beginning to 
preach, as Shiloh requested his ordination, but his church 
membership is not indicated. 


Shiloh was evidently still having a difficult time, as a 
committee was named to bring a recommendation as to whether 
or not the church should be disbanded. Evidently the report was 
negative as the church continued to function. 


Other early pastors included A.J. Brooks, Jesse M. Rowe, 
T.A. Taylor, T.J. Clark, D. Windson, J.W. Kennington, A.J. 
Brooks again, J.M. Moore, I.J. Johnson and T.J. Brooks. 


On January 16, 1896, C.0. Helms and C.E. Lee were liberated 
by Shiloh ‘‘to exercise their gifts.’ The Alberton church 
requested Shiloh to ordain C.O. Helms to the Gospel Ministry on 
July 5, 1903. He was ordained on the third Sunday in August of 
that year, with J.W. Brooks, R.M. Hunter, A.J. Brooks, and TJ. 
Brooks serving on the presbytery. Helms served Alberton and 
many other churches in the area. 


The next pastors were R.J. Adamson, N.B. Fleming, J.M. 
Rowe again, D. F. Sutley, J. E. Johnson, N. B. Fleming &@ second 
time, D. M. Eiland, J. E. Plant, M. L. Carnley, J. A. Jones, a 
Rev. Dewberry, W. E. Stone, J. A. Jones again, and W. E. Stone 
a second time, and J. A. Jones the third time. 


During the 1920's Shiloh became inactive for a period of time. 
It was revived around 1928 with a tent revival meeting near the 
home of Mr. Edmond Hatcher. Rev. Clem Johnson who was 
part-time missionary of the Coffee County Association probably

The congregation decided to repair the old building, and then 
decided to raze it and rebuild using some of the materials from 
the old building.

The church continued active for ten or twelve years,

His father was a 
farmer Mr. Allen was the 
oldest of seven children, so he 
learned very young in life what 
it was like to work very hard 
and long hours. He has never 
been afraid of physical labor, 
and has worked hard all his 
life 


Mr. Allen married Miss 
Molly Bell Anderson in No- 
vember, 1924. He was 23 
years of age and she was 21 
They made their home in the 
Goodman Community, and to- 
gether they farmed and grew 
peanuts and corn; and Mr. 
Allen drove a school bus to 
Goodman School. When ques- 
tioned about the behavior of 
the children on the bus, he 
said, ‘I told them they could 
behave or I'd put them off, and 
they would behave!"’ He also 
said the children were ‘'pretty 
noisey!”’ 


Mrs. Allen passed away 
June 5, 1976. She had lived at 
the Elba Nursing Home ap- 
proximately six months before 
her death

five children. They are - Mrs. 
Mahle Motley, who resides in 
Opelika, Alabama, and works 
at Rock Ten, a company which 
makes paper products; Guy 
Allen, a resident of St. Peters- 
burg, Florida, who is retired 
from the Army and who is now 
employed as a supervisor for a 
telephone company; Mrs. 
Flora Allen, who lives in Mid- 
land City, and works at T & W 
in Dothan; Mrs. Bobbie 
Schreiber, a resident of St. 
Petersburg, who is a nurse in 
Seminole, Florida; and Mrs. 
Faye Donaldson, Enterprise, 
who is a note teller at Citizens 
Bank in Enterprise. 


Mr. Allen has 15 grand- 
children and 10 great grand- 
children, of whom he is very 
fond, and is equally loved by 
each of them in return. They 
lovingly call him ‘‘Papa.”’ 


Mr. Allen received only 
three years of formal school- 
ing; but, his daughter, Mrs. 
Donaldson, said he was able to 
help all the children with their 
homework and was especially, 
strong in Math. He was really 
good with numbers and ‘‘could 
‘figure up’ anything in his 
head!"’ Just think, folks, if 
some of our old-timers might 
have had the advantage we 
enjoy today, such as the oppor- 
tunity of free schooling, there’s 
no telling what some of them 
could have done and become! 


When we asked him about 
the Depression and if times 
were hard, he quickly and 
spiritedly replied, ‘‘I reckon 
they were!"’ Christmas, he 
said, ‘‘was slim - just an apple 
and/or orange, a few nuts and 
a couple of pieces of stick 
oney and that was it!” 
“But,”’ he added, * = 
good times.”’ coer were 


Mrs. Donaldson related this 
funny episode to us about her 
father, and when we men- 
tioned it to Mr. Allen, he just 
chuckled and laughed and nod- 
ded his head! Seems like he 
was visiting in Andalusia one 
time and was going up & 
one-way street, and a police- 
man stopped him, and asked 
him if he knew he was on & 
one-way street. Whereupon 
Mr. Allen replied, “I'm only 
going one way,’’ and politely 
drove off, leaving a surprised, 
open-mouthed policeman! 


A favorite hobby of Mr. 
Allen's is fishing, his favorite 
type music is Sacred Heart, 
and his favorite hymn is 
‘Amazing Grace,"’ (and a 
great hymn it is, too!) 


He enjoys visiting his home 
on Rt. 1, New Brockton; he 
likes to ‘‘check on things,”’ he 
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says, and he uses little ex- 
cuses, such as ‘‘checking on 
the soybeans in the area, 
checking to see if the light 
meter is still working,’’ etc. 

He just likes to check his old 
home place and ‘‘make sure 
the house remains the same.’ 


At the nursing home he 
enjoys television, and two fav- 
orite programs are “The Price 
Is Right,"’ and wrestling. He 
never misses those shows if he 
can help it. When Mrs. Allen 
was alive und they were in 
their home, they were devotees 
of wrestling and watched it 
faithfully; and in the watching, 
they'd become quite enthused 
and get ‘‘riled’’ during the 
matches if they didn’t like the 
way they were turning out! 


Mr. Allen is a member of 
the Goodman Baptist Church, 


Favorite foods are turnips, 
squash, ‘‘just any good ole 
vegetables,’’ and fish. 


One touching thing Mrs. 
Donaldson related to us that 
she will always cherish and 
remember is - ‘‘Since the 
sickness of my parents, I have 
received many great compli- 
ments by the people of the 
Goodman Community who 
knew them, and have been told 
of their eagerness and willing- 
ness to help anyong they could 
and in any way they could.’’ It 
is widely known that Mr. Allen 
spent hours and even days 
helping neighbors when there 
was trouble or need. He 
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always planted a big garden 
and generously shared it with 
his neighbors and friends. 


Mr. Allen came to the 
nursing home March 15, 1978, 
but was no stranger, for he 
already knew many of the 
residents living here as he had 
visited his wife daily when she 
was living here in 1976. 


We join with Mrs. Don- 
aldson in complimenting her 
father on his integrity, hon- 
esty, and his goodness of heart 
toward his children and every- 
one with whom he came in 
contact. We wish the world 
were peopled with more Mr. 
Allens! It sorely needs more 
people of his character and 
convictions! 


In a fitting closing, let us 
recite some of a poem which 
Mrs. Donaldson thinks is most 
appropriate for her father. The 
lines are from a poem entitled 

‘Thanks, Father,’’ and go 
like this: 

Thanks for loving, scolding, 
praising and encouraging, 

Thanks for teaching right 
from wrong, 

And how to stand up for 
the values that are important, 

And, most of all, thanks fur 
inspiring your family 

With a love of life.
